With the annnal dry spell very close at hand, it is again 
time that we consider seriously the menace of dry grass in va- 
cant lots and in yards near garages, sheds, and other buildings. 

This year grass is much higher than it has been in previous 
years, due to the excessive rains we have had this season. With 
summer coming on, this annual menace will be greater than it 
has been in the past and now is the time to check it 
any real damage is done. 

It is often the innocent bystander who gets shot in the lee, 
and so it is with the dry grass problem each year. The resident 
who has his property free from weeds and dry grass is con- 
stantly fearing the consequences in the event the erass his 
neighbor has in his yard eatehes fire. An ounee of prevention 
is always worth a pound of cure, and now is the time to get 
out and either turn the under or have it burned off 
under the supervision of the fire department. 

A very important thing to remember is that every big fire 
was a little fire first.

“Gasoline taxes for March, 1934, 
were $4,048,000.00 marking an in- 
crease of 24.4 per cent over the 
tax for the same month of 1933. 
This was larger than the taxes 
for any month in 1933, although 
normally, the yield in the summer 
months is higher than in the win- 
ter and spring. 

“Thus, the taxes for a year aro 
were abnormal. They are artifici- 
ally stimulated by a price war 
which occurred at that time.” 

Comparing the gasoline tax for 
last month with the corresponding 
figure for March, 1933, Collins 
points out that the recent figure 
is only $9,000 less than the figure 
of two years ago. On this basis he 
concludes that there is no cause 
for alarm as to the ultimate yield 
for the year, particularly in view 
of the fact that the March tax 
is $180,000 more than that for 
Yebruary.
